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‘Loud  and  Clear’  Chinatown  Votes 
for  Independent  Anti -poverty  Status 


Over  150  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  and  representatives 
from  various  organizations 
in  Chinatown  presented  a 
unified  and  unanimous  voice 
for  designating  Chinatown  a 
separate,  independent  anti- 
povert.y  target  area  at  the 
ABCD  public  hearing  Sunday, 
March  4. 

"I  read  you  loud  and 
cl  ear, "  said  a  broadly  smi¬ 
ling  Reginald  Eaves,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  ABCD  Planning 
and  Evaluation  Committee, 
"I  read  you  loud  and  clear'.' 

Loud  and  clear--in  a 
strong  unified  voice,  the 
Boston  Chinese  community 
made  itself  heard,  at  least 
to  the  members  of  the  ABCD 
Planning  and  Evaluation 
Committee  who  called  for 
the  public  hearing  at  the 
Merchants  Association  Audi¬ 
torium. 

SNAP  PROPOSAL 

SNAP,  the  South  End 
Neighborhood  Action  Pro¬ 
gram,  had  petitioned  the 
ABCD  Board  of  Directors  for 
permission  to  extend  their 
boundaries  to  absorb  the 
Chinatown  proper  area  (Cas¬ 
tle  Sguare,  which  has  a 
heavy  population  of  Chi¬ 
nese,  is  an  anti -poverty 


target  area  under  SNAP's 
jurisdiction. ) 

Daniel  McGaffev,  SNAP 
chairman,  called  on  the 
Chinatown  community  to  join 
SNAP . 

"A  realistic  look  at  the 
drying  up  of  federal  aid 
plainly  says  that  no  new 
monies  for  poor  people  or 
the  agencies  that  serve 
them  will  be  forthcoming," 
he  said. 

McGaffey  pointed  out 
that  SNAP  offers  Chinatown 
its  many  established  ser¬ 
vices,  and  links  to  many 
resources  within  the  city. 

"We  are  working  in  a 
hostile  environment,"  he 
said,  "We  can't  work  in 
small  (divided)  groups." 


■  SOLVE  OWN  PROBLEMS  ’ 

The  residents  of  China¬ 
town,  however,  disagreed, 
and  the  ten  individuals  who 
sooke  out  were  emphatic 
that  ttie  community  could 
best  solve  its  own  Droh- 
1  ems . 

Peter  Wong  of  the  Chi¬ 
nese  Evangelical  Church  no¬ 
ted  two  strong  barriers 
nreventino  SNAP  from  ever 
adequately  serving  China¬ 
town  . 

"There  is  a  language 
barrier,  we  can't  come  to 
vou,"  he  said.  "And  it  is 
a  tradition  for  the  Chinese 
not  to  reveal  their  prob¬ 
lems  to  the  outside,  not  to 
communicate  except  with 
Chinese. "

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the  Castle  Square  area  into 
the  proposed  Chinatown  APAC. 

SNAP  has  failed  to  pro¬ 
vide  adequate  services  to 
the  Chinese  now  in  its 
boundaries  (Castle  Square), 
several  noted. 

"I  would  say  that  SNAP 
is  not  sensitive  to  the 
needs  of  the  Chinese  peo¬ 
ple,"  said  Ed  Goon.  "I 
strongly  recommend  that 
SNAP's  board  chairman  go 
back  to  his  board  with  this 
request  from  the  Chinese 
residents  living  in  the 
South  End--not  to  increase 
the  size  of  the  area  you 
are  now  committed  to  serve, 
but  to  make  a  concerted  ef¬ 
fort  to  provide  all  of 
these  ABCD  services  to  the 
3,500  Chinese  already  liv¬ 
ing  in  the  South  End." 

Goon,  a  member  of  the 
ABCD  Board  of  Directors, 
presented  the  proposal  for 
an  autonomous  Chinatown 
APAC.  His  original  propo¬ 
sal  sought  the  inclusion  of 

Goon  changed  his  propo¬ 
sal  with  the  realization 
that  the  original  proposal 
would  probably  not  receive 
favorable  action  by  the 
board. 

"I  have  tried  to  commu¬ 
nicate  with  SNAP  for  two 
years,"  said  Evelyn  Lee, 
Boston  Children's  Service 
social  worker,  "but  they 
have  been  unresponsive  to 
the  particular  needs  of  the 
Chinese  in  the  South  End." 

"As  a  bilingual  social 
worker,  it  is  a  very  frus¬ 
trating  experience,  "she 
said. 

A  Castle  Square  resi¬ 
dent,  Emily  Eng,  who  is  the 
principal  of  the  Quong  Kow 
Chinese  language  school, 
voiced  concern  for  security 


measures  for  her  students, 
many  of  whom  live  in  the 
South  End,  and  for  Chinese 
translators. 

Both  James  Chan,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Coalition,  and 
Steve  Tang  stressed  the 
need  for  services  to  be 
provided  to  all  Chinese— 
not  only  to  those  living 
within  the  physical  bounda¬ 
ries  of  Chinatown  proper. 

"We  are  interested  in 
people,  not  boundaries," 
Chan  said,  seeking  the 
flexibility  in  a  Chinatown 
APAC  "to  handle  cases  away 
from  the  heart  of  China¬ 
town.  We  want  an  APAC  to 
treat  people." 

ACADEMIC  EXERCISE? 

Little  City  Hall  mana¬ 
ger,  Caroline  Chang,  warned 
that  the  whole  afternnon's 
discussion  might  be  a  mere 
"academic  exercise." 

"Nixon's  defunding  and 
de-emphasizing  allotments 
to  local  communities"  may 
mean  Chinatown's  fight  for 
anti -poverty  services  and 
funding  will  be  futile,  she 
said.  — - 

Mrs.  Chanq  strongly 
urged  the  community  to 
write  letters  of  protest  to 
their  congressmen. 

"We  will  be  silent  no 
more,"  said  Gene  Tong, 
chairman  of  the  CACA  Adult 
Education  Committee,  noting 
that  ABCD  had  been  largely 
ineffective  in  providing 
anti -poverty  services  to 
Chinatown,  "we  need  action. 
We  must  have  action." 

In  a  final  vote  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  meeting  a 
resounding  and  unanimous 
roomful  of  "ayes"  were  cast 
for  designating  Chinatown  a 
separate  anti -poverty  area. 

The  Planning  and  Evalua¬ 
tion  Committee  will  now 
take  its  recommendation  to 
the  ABCD  Board  of  Directors 
which  makes  the  final  de¬ 
cision.

Residents  Move  in  Apr  1

EDITOR'S  NOTE:  This  is  the 
first  article  in  a  three- 
part  series  on  Tai-Tung 
^Village. 

Tai-Tung  Village,  a  $7.5 
million  housing  project  for 
low  and  moderate  income 
,  families,  will  open  its 
doors  to  its  first  occu¬ 
pants  April  1,  1973. 

Paul  Chan,  Tai-Tung  Vil¬ 
lage  property  manager,  said 
he  has  received  a  letter 
from  Robert  Diozzi,  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  residential  develop¬ 
ment  director,  which  in  .ef¬ 
fect  releases  all  the  a- 
partments  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  for  occupancy.  _ _ 
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Chan  said  some  paper¬ 
work  had  to  be  completed 
first,  but  residents  will 
be  able  to  begin  moving  in 
on  April  1.  He  anticipates 
full  occupancy  by  late 
June. 

BRA  Gives  Final  Okay 

BRA  approval  is  the 
final  hurdle  for  Tai-Tung 
Village,  located  at  Harri¬ 
son  Ave. ,  Hudson  and  Oak 
Sts.  Construction  delays 
and  problems,  as  well  as 
housing  authorities  appro¬ 
val  had  delayed  the  open¬ 
ing  many  times. 

Three  agencies  had  had 
to  sanction  the  construc¬ 
tion  completion  to  see  that 
the  various  regulatory 
codes  were  met  before  resi¬ 
dents  could  move  into  Tai 
Tung  Village. 

Authorization  had  to  come 
from  the  Boston  Building 
Department,  the  Federal 
Housing  Authorities  (FHA), 
and  the  BRA.  The  BRA  had 
held  back  approval  pending 
the  meeting  of  a  "punch 
list"  of  conditions,  inclu¬ 
ding:  (1)  insulation  of  hot 
water  pipes,  (2)  caulking 
(sealing  of  wall -ceiling 
gaps),  (3)  construction  of 
temporary  sidewalks  and  (4) 
fixing  of  numerous  minor 
faults. 

Tai-Tung  Village  consists 
of  four  buildings,  three, 
eight,  12  and  15  storeys 
high.  It  is  not  a  luxury 
apartment.  Built  with  fed¬ 
eral  subsidies  from  FHA  and 
Housing  and  Urban  Develop¬ 
ment  (HUD),  Tai-Tung  has 
had  to  limit  itself  to  fi¬ 
nancial  constraints  which 
all  federal  housing  pro¬ 
jects  must  bear. 

Money  Key  Constraint 


According  to  Frank  Mead 
of  F.A.  Stahl  Associates, 
architects  for  the  complex, 
a  very  small  budget  was  the 
major  constraint  in  design¬ 
ing  Tai-Tung  Village.  The 
construction  budget,  $5.6 
million  on  214  units,  meant 
approximately  $20  a  square 
,foot. 

In  addition,  the  archi¬ 
tects  were  confined  to  us¬ 
ing  pre-cast  concrete  pan¬ 
el  s--as  required  by  the  BRA 
and  the  City  for  all  urban 
renewal  projects.  P  r  e- 
cast  concrete  slabs  is  one 
of  the  most  inexpensive  ma¬ 
terials  for  high  rises. 

Mead  noted  several  fea¬ 
tures  in  the  design  of  Tai- 
Tung  Village  tailored  to 
the  specific  needs  of  the 
Chinese,  such  as  the  inclu¬ 
sion  of  gas  stoves,  instead 
of  the  cheaper  electric 
stoves  originally  planned, 
and  the  open  pavillion  area 
which  could  be  landscaped, 
in  the  future,  with  a  Chi¬ 
nese  flavor. 

Tai-Tung  was  designed 
also  to  buffer  the  noise 
from  the  adjacent  highway, 
said  Mead .  _ 

2  Elevators  Serve  Complex 

Tai-Tung  Village  has  on¬ 
ly  two  elevators  for  its 
four  buildings.  Both  are 
located  in  the  15-storey 
building.  The  elevators 
stop  on  only  the  third, 
eighth,  12th,  and  14th 
floors,  necessitating  resi¬ 
dents  to  either  walk  up  or 
down  a  few  flights,  depend¬ 
ing  on  their  apartment  lo¬ 
cation. 

Chan  explained  that  us¬ 
ing  only  two  elevators  cuts 
down  on  excess  space  for 
corridors  and  hallways.  He 
noted  that  three-storey  a- 
partments  are  not  required 
to  have  elevators. 

Tai-Tung  Village's  archi¬ 
tectural  design  in  1971  re¬ 
ceived  an  award  for  its  de¬ 


sign  and  efficient  use  of 
space.  This  award-winning 
design,  however,  included 
balconies  and  use  of  more 
expensive  construction  ma¬ 
terials.  The  original  de¬ 
sign  had  to  be  scrapped  for 
a  more  practical,  lower- 
cost  design. 

The  housing  complex  con¬ 
sists  of  214  apartments:  50 
one-bedroom  apartments;  106 
two-bedroom  apartments;  39 
three-bedroom;  and  19  four- 
bedroom  apartments. 

Each  unit  has  air-con¬ 
ditioning  installed,  kit¬ 
chen  cabinets,  gas  range, 
refrigerator,  garbage  dis¬ 
posal,  private  bath,  living 
room  area.  Rent  begins  at 
$151.50  for  the  single-room 
apartments  and  it  includes 
all  utilities,  except  for 
phone  bills  and  electricity 
for  the  air  conditioning. 
All  apartments  have  an  in¬ 
tercom  system;  the  complex 
boasts  a  tight  security  sy¬ 
stem. 

The  ground  level  will  be 
used  as  a  shopping  plaza, 
with  space  for  16  commerci¬ 
al  stores.  While  all  214 
residential  units  are  com¬ 
mitted  to,  only  three  busi¬ 
ness  slots  are  committed. 

These  include  a  laundry 
shop,  a  submarine  shop,  and 
a  general  store-pharmacy 
which  will  open  12  hrs.  a 
day,  seven  days  a  week. 

Tai-Tung  has  two  parking 
lots  with  a  total  of  110 
spaces.  A  large  number  of 
the  residents  are  elderly 
or  work  within  walking  dis¬ 
tance  of  their  jobs,  said 
Paul  Chan,  and  cars  should 
not  be  a  necessity  for  most 
of  the  low- income  dwellers. 

Presently,  he  said,  just 
a  little  more  than  half  of 
the  parking  spaces  will  be 
used  by  the  214  committed 
residents  and  families. 
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Health  Center  Opens 


Amidst  the  splendor  and 
cacophony  of  the  tradition¬ 
al  lion  dance,  the  Boston 
Chinese  Community  Health 
Center  officially  opened 
its  doors  on  Sunday,  March 
4. 

In  his  opening  remarks, 
the  health  center's  execu¬ 
tive  director,  James  Fong 
pledged  that  the  health 
center  would  provide  the 
best  primary  health  care 
and  social  services  possi¬ 
ble,  noting  it  would  only 
be  possible  through  a  dyna¬ 
mic  communication  between 
the  community  and  the 
health  center. 

Despite  the  inclement 
weather,  a  large  audience 
listened  as  Fong  outlined 
some  of  the  services  provi¬ 
ded  by  the  center  includ¬ 
ing:  adult  medicine,  pedi¬ 
atrics,  obstetrics  and  qy- 
necoloay,  family  planning, 
TB  clinic,  psychiatry,  and 
health  education. 

Fonn  then  introduced 
members  of  the  center's  bi- 
linoual  staff,  which  he 
said  could  administer  to 
the  health  needs  of  the

Chinese  community  much  more 
effectively  than  other 
health  services  in  the 
nast.

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Asian-American  Advisory  Council 
Provides  More  Voice  in  Government 


Congress  is  now  examin¬ 
ing  two  similar  but  separ¬ 
ate  bills  which  would  pro¬ 
vide  Asian-Ameri  cans  a  more 
effective  voice  in  the  Fed¬ 
eral  government. 

A  successful  and  unique 
model  which  Congress  may  be 
looking  at  is  the  Asian- 
American  Advisory  Council 
now  operating  in  the  State 
of  Washington,  the  only  one 
of  its  kind  in  the  nation. 

Formed  by  an  executive 
order  of  Washington  Gov. 
Daniel  J.  Evans  in  April, 
1972,  the  Council  was  di¬ 
rected  to  "examine  and  de¬ 
fine  issues  pertaining  to 
the  rights  and  needs  of 
Asian-Ameri cans  in  contem¬ 
porary  America,  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  and  State  agencies 
with  respect  to  desirable 
changes  in  program  and  law'.' 

Presently  the  20-member 
Council  consists  of  eight 


Japanese-,  six  Filipino-, 
five  Chinese-,  and  one  Ko- 
rean-American,  appointed  by 
Gov.  Evans. 

After  almost  a  year  in 
existence,  some  of  the

Council's  achievements  in¬ 
clude: 

♦moving  toward  the  elim¬ 
ination  of  a  State  law  re¬ 
quiring  U.S.  citizenship  to 
obtain  a  teaching  certifi¬ 
cate; 

♦getting  two"Asian  desk" 
positions  created  on  the 
Deputy  Secretary's  staff. 
Department  of  Social  and 
Health  Services; 

♦preparing  an  "Asian 
Reader"  to  be  distributed 
to  managers  and  department 
heads  of  state  agencies 
during  Asian  "awareness" 
seminars  conducted  through¬ 
out  the  State  of  Washing¬ 


ton; 

♦incorporating  changes 
into  the  Executive  Order  on 
the  Washington  State  Af¬ 
firmative  Action  Program. 

A  coalition  of  concerned 
Asian-Ameri cans  from  the 
Seattle  area  joined  forces 
for  over  a  year  to  develop 
the  blueprint  for  the  Asian 
-American  Advisory  Council, 
a  means  for  getting  Asian- 
Ameri  cans  in  Washington  a 
more  direct  voice  in  state 
governmental  affairs. 

The  two  Congressional 
bills  which  would  provide  a 
similar  political  voice  for 
Asian-Americans  nation-wide 
on  a  cabinet-level  are  HR 
261,  introduced  by  Rep. 
Glenn  M.  Anderson  (D.- 
Calif.)  and  Rep.  Spark  M. 
Matsunaga  (D.-Hawaii);  and 
a  shorter  form  of  the  bill , 
HR  2270,  introduced  by  Rep. 
George  E.  Danielson  (D.- 
Calif.) 


Campbell  Captures  National  Karate  Title 


Bob  Campbell  started  ka¬ 
rate  as  a  pastime  about 
nine  years  ago.  Today,  he 
holds  first  place  in  the 
national  Karate  Open  Form 
Competition. 

A  member  of  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  China  Martial  Arts  As¬ 
sociation  in  Chinatown, 
Campbell  won  the  title  at 
the  National  Karate  Compe¬ 
titions  held  in  Dallas, 
Texas,  Feb.  9-11.  He  was 
the  only  member  of  the  New 
England  team  to  enter  indi¬ 
vidual  competition. 

Campbell,  who  has  a  sec¬ 
ond  degree  black  belt,  won 
first  place  over  85  con¬ 
testants  in  the  Open  Form 


Competition.  He  was  runner- 
up  over  250  competitors  in 
the  Closed  Form  Competi¬ 
tion. 

"Open  form"  refers  to 
full  contact  with  any  part 
of  an  opponent's  body. 
For  this  type  of  perform¬ 
ance,  six  judges  distrib¬ 
ute  points  according  to 
power,  speed,  stability, 
accuracy  and  agility  as 
displayed  by  the  form  of 
each  competitor. 

Campbell  also  assisted 
the  five-man  team  repre¬ 
senting  the  New  England 
area  in  capturing  the  Na¬ 
tional  Karate  Team  Champi¬ 
onship.  To  be  on  the  team. 


each  person  had  to  win  in 
both  state  and  regional 
tournaments.  This  is  Camp¬ 
bell's  fourth  year  in  the 
New  England  Competition. 

Team  competition  re¬ 
quired  individual  perform¬ 
ances  in  which  each  member 
sparred  in  and  won  15  con¬ 
secutive  matches.  The 
sparring  consisted  of  ac¬ 
tual  attacks  on  the  oppo¬ 
nent  using  full  force. 

The  National  Karate  Fed¬ 
eration  sponsors  the  na¬ 
tional  competitions  annual¬ 
ly.  This  year  2,600  com¬ 
petitors  from  the  U.S., 
Mexico,  Puerto  Rico  and 
Canada  participated. 
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Chinese  Need  National  Voice 

Chinatowns  across  the  United  States  are  as  thoroughly 
segregated  as  any  Black  or  Spanish  slum  neighborhoods  in 
America.  One  need  only  look  behind  and  above  the  few 
neon-glittered  Chinese  gift  shops  and  restaurants  in  any 
Chinatown  to  find  Chinese  children  playing  in  their  old, 
dirty,  and  overcrowded  tenement  apartments  while  parents 
toil  12-16  hours  a  day  to  save  up  money  toward  their 
children's  college  educations. 

Then,  for  those  Chinese  who  have  succeeded  in  getting 
a  better  education,  a  better  job,  a  better  home  in  a 
nicer  neighborhood,  they  will  find  it  hard  to  advance  be¬ 
yond  the  middle  levels  in  most  corporations.  Even  the 
ambitious  Chinese  entrepreneurs  find  constant  discrimina¬ 
tions  in  their  business  dealings. 

All  this,  and  yet  for  the  Chinese,  there  is  no  nation¬ 
al  organization  for  the  advancement  of  Chinese-Americans 
like  the  NAACP  for  Blacks  nor  is  there  a  "Yellow  Caucus" 
working  in  Congress  for  the  betterment  of  the  Chinese  and 
other  Asian-Americans  living  in  the  United  State.  Why? 

One  explanation  might  be  that  the  Chinese  and  other 
Asian-Americans  are  few  in  number.  We  are  a  minority 
within  the  minorities.  A  more  significant  explanation, 
however,  lies  in  the  fact  that  up  to  now  the  Chinese  have 
been  very  "non-vocal"  on  issues. 

We  must  recognize  the  need  for  a  national  organization 
to  protect  the  rights  of  Asian-Americans.  One  possibi¬ 
lity  is  the  creation  of  a  cabinet-level  committee  such  as 
the  proposed  Asian-American  Affairs  Committee  in  the 
Federal  government.  In  the  last  issue  of  SAMPAN,  we  dis¬ 
cussed  Federal  legislation  to  create  such  a  committee. 
This  committee  would  investigate  discriminations  against 
Asian-Americans  and  would  protect  Asian-American  rights. 

Congressmen  Glenn  M.  Anderson  (D. -Cal if.),  Spark  M. 
Matsunaga  (D. -Hawaii)  and  George  E.  Danielson  (D. -Calif.) 
have  taken  the  first  step  by  introducing  the  necessary 
legislations  into  the  new  Congress. 

We  must  show  our  support.  Write  your  local  congress¬ 
man  and  urge  him  to  work  for  the  passage  of  House  Bills 
HR-261  and/or  HR-2270.  Information  for  contacting  your 
local  congressman  may  be  obtained  by  calling  the  Feder¬ 
al  Information  Center  in  Boston  at  223-7121.

Letter  to  the  Editor 

TO  THE  EDITOR: 

As  a  person  who  has  been 
interested  In  and  worked  In 
Chinatown  for  many  of  the 
last  seven  years,  I  should 
like  to  voice  my  disappro¬ 
val  of  those  who  continual¬ 
ly  harp  on  an  old  and  use¬ 
less  subject  —  that  being, 
the  now  retired  teacher  at 
the  Quincy  School  who  call¬ 
ed  the  children  by  numbers 
instead  of  by  their  names.

Why  don't 
these  people  talk  about  the 
number  of  Chinese  children 
who  have  left  the  Quincy 
School  to  go  on  to  Latin 
School  and  from  there  to 
renowned  American  universi¬ 
ties? 

Are  they  afraid  to  find 
anything  good  being  done 
for  the  Chinese  community?

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Answers  Queries  United  Silent  Minority  Speaks 


The  silent  minority  spoke  out  in  no  uncertain  tones  at 
the  ABCD  public  hearing  on  March  4,  1973,  making  its 
views  known  "loud  and  clear." 

The  Chinese  in  Boston  did  themselves  proud,  chose  to 
no  longer  remain  silent,  and  worked  together  to  seek 
recognition  of  its  needs. 

The  victory  lies  partially  in  getting  a  recommendation 
from  the  ABCD  Planning  and  Evaluation  Committee  to  desig¬ 
nate  Chinatown  an  independent  anti -poverty  area. 

But  an  even  greater  victory  lies  in  the  unified  action 
of  the  community.  This  kind  of  unity,  this  "together" 
action,  can  give  Chinatown  the  political  clout  and  recog¬ 
nition  it  has  lacked. 

We  can  work  out  our  differences  internally.  We  must. 
But  will  it  be  for  naught? 

The  work  of  the  Chinese  community— working  to  make 
Chinatown  an  anti -poverty  area  eligible  for  certain  ser¬ 
vices  and  programs— may  literally  go  "down  the  drain",  if 
President  Nixon's  proposed  budget  cuts  are  approved  by 
Congress. 

On  January  29,  Mr.  Nixon  sent  Congress  a  budget  which 
would  slash  or  kill  some  70  Federal  programs,  among  them 
an  end  to  $3.57  million  in  grants  from  the  Office  of  Eco¬ 
nomic  Opportunity,  which  finances  Action  for  Boston  Com¬ 
munity  Development  (ABCD),  Boston's  antipoverty  agency. 

Particularly  hurt  by  the  proposed  cuts  will  be  the 
community  action  programs  which  provide  local  neighbor¬ 
hood  services  such  as  employment  counseling.  Head  Start, 
elderly  citizens  programs,  education,  health  and  housing 
help. 

Coard,  executive  director  of  ABCD,  calls  Nixon's  cuts 
a  "war  on  the  poor." 

"By  taking  the  services  out  of  the  neighborhoods,  the 
government  is  effectively  denying  poor  people  access  to 
them,"  he  said. 

The  level  of  social  services  in  Boston,  in  fact,  will 
be  drastically  reduced  as  early  as  July  1,  1973,  if  Mr. 
Nixon's  attempts  to  dismantle  the  Office  of  Economic 
Opportunity  are  not  stopped.  - 

For  all  its  faults,  the  ABCD-APAC  efforts  In  Boston 
have  been  cited  bv  Time  magazine  as  "one  of  the  more  vi¬ 
tal  and  democratic  poverty  programs  In  the  country." 

ABCD  through  Its  APAC  provides  small  communities  with 
an  effective  means  for  local  administration  and  control 
over  its  social  services.  The  Chinese  community  should 
act  now  to  protest  the  cutbacks. 


Since  mid-October,  the 
Chinese  community  has  had  a 
special  representative  from 
the  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield 
(BC/BS)  organization  to 
help  answer  problems  relat¬ 
ing  to  BC/BS  and  other 
questions  pertaining  to 
group  insurance. 

BC/BS  representative 
Christina  Mi h  Tillman,  has 
a  dual  role  at  the  CACA 
Mul ti -Service  Center  where 
she  is  available  Tuesday 
mornings  from  9  to  noon, 
and  Wednesday  afternoons 
from  12:45  to  4:45  p.m. 

Both  Mandarin  and  Can¬ 
tonese  speaking,  Mrs.  Till¬ 
man  will  be  able  to  answer 
complex  questions  about 
types  of  coverage,  how  to 
submit  a  claim,  how  to  re¬ 
ceive  membership.  She  can 
help  get  the  answers  to  the 
difficult  questions. 

As  part  of  BC/BS 's  ef¬ 
forts  to  expand  their  pro¬ 
gram  scope,  Mrs.  Tillman  is 
also  involved  in  the  social 
service  area.  She  is  as¬ 
sisting  Chinatown's  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Employment  Security 
counselors,  Barbara  Paul 
and  Janet  Eng,  in  verifying 
applicants  for  the  Manpower 
Development  Training  Act 
(MDTA)  English  program  in 
Apri 1 . 

For  those  students  grad¬ 
uating  from  the  earlier 
MDTA  program,  Mrs.  Tillman 
is  instrumental  in  locating 
jobs.  She  is  contacting 
various  personnel  offices 
in  Greater  Boston  to  add  to 
job  listings  and  she  is 
circulating  students'  re¬ 
sumes  with  the  Personnel 
Managers'  Club,  composed  of 
numerous  businesses.

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Male  Equality  Under  Social  Security 


These  days,  you  general¬ 
ly  hear  about  women  lacking 
equality  with  men--but  it's 
been  the  other  way  around 
in  figuring  retirement  be¬ 
nefits  under  Social  Securi¬ 
ty. 

For  example,  a  65-year- 
old  woman  who  has  always 
earned  the  maximum  amount 
that  could  be  credited  for 
Social  Security  would  get 
about  $269  a  month  if  she 
retires  now.  But  a  man— 
who  is  the  same  age  and  has 
exactly  the  same  earnings— 
would  get  only  $259. 

The  new  Social  Security 
law  will  eliminate  that 
difference  over  the  next 
three  years.
